ti 
My views on the liquer question, after 


careful thougkt, are, that to obtain a satie- 
factory deeision and settlement of this im- 
portant matter, the question should be sub- 
mitted to a vote ef the people at the earliest 
possible time, and I pledge myself, if elected, 
te do all I can to bring about a change in the 
present unsatisfactory state of affairs. 

I hold that all loyal settlers and all North. 
West mounted policemen who bore arma in 
the late rebellion should be granted scrip, and 
that a settlement of rebellion claims should 
be pressed upon the eopemen’. and that 
the great loss and hardship suffered by these 
who are deprived ef their just claims should 
be strongly represented te the government 
at once. 

I find it impossible, in the necessarily limm- 
ited space of an address, to state at length 
my views on all the important questions be- 
fore the people in the coming contest, but 
prepese to see as many persenally before 

volling day as possible and to attend all pub- 
lic meetings, when I shall be pleased te 
state my stand en all the publie questions of 
the day. Inasking for your support I can 
only aseure you that I shall, if elected, faith.

And having, 
as I stated before, a personal knowledge of 
the requirements of an agricultural district,

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The Irish nationalists have suddenly found 
out that the pope is more astute in politics 
than they ; and that his holiness’ rescript 
is noi against, but in faver of the natienal 
cause, and cerrectly interpreted means a 
more united Ireland. Those who were form- 
erly loudest in denouncing in fiery’ language 
papel interference are now the meekest in 
submitting to his judgement in condemning 
the plan of campaign. The reasons for this 
change ef opinion and action are two: First 
and foremost the uttrences of Parnell in dis- 
claiming sympathy with the plan, and, 
secondly, the manifesto of the bishops. The 
despatches imply that in consequence, the 
plan of campaign as ameans in bringing 
about the national desires will be discontin- 
ued, and the more constitutional and sens- 
ible mode fellowed two years ago, again 
adopted. The manifeste of the bisheps’ de- 
clares that ‘‘ The recent deeree was inteneded 
to affect the domain of morals alone, and in 
no way to interfere with the pelitics of this 
eountry.” It further sete forth that as- 
surances have been received from his holi- 
ness that ‘‘ The one purpose was to remove 
those things that might in the long run be 
obstacles to the ultimate success of the 
national mevement.” These judgments, cem- 
ing from twe men oppesite in religion’ but 
supreme in their respective realms of pelitics 
and morals among the Irish people will 
effectually change the preseat policy ef the 
nationalists, as embedied in the plan of 
campaign to one that is more hkely teseeure 
for them the justice they claim is their due. 
The probabilities are the correct selutien of 
the vexed question will be found in a liberal 
taeasure of local government, with the separ- 
ation tendencies ef the original home rule 
scheme expunged. 


Senator Frye, of Maine, placed himeelf on 
record on the fisheries treaty in the Amari. 
can senate en May 29th, in a speech of bleod 
and fire against everything British, Can- 
adian and democratic. Canada was aegused 
of driving United States fishermen to sea in 
sterms ; seizing and searching them on the 
high seas ; putting armed men on board and 
confinihg captains and crews in the holds of 
their ewn vessels, while the Americas flag 
was flying ever them. They were tried and 
prosecuted in colonial courts uutil the perils 
on shore were greater than the perils on the 
sca. The old score against Bnglaud’s atti- 
tude during the civil war was raked up 
again. The circumstances leading to the 
framing ef the treaty of Washington in 1871 
was rehearsed. Me stated that ‘‘An old man 
was appointed commissioner, ne more fit to 
cope with Sir Chas. Tupper er Sir John Mac- 
denald than Mr. Bayard is with Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain in diplomacy.” The treaty was 
characterized as the inost disgraceful gur- 
render which the American republic has ever 
made in its whele pene not excepting the 
treaty of 1818. Me concluded a most bellic- 
erent speech with the remark, ‘If we yield 
everything and the other natien nothing | 
deny that it ie better to settle difficulties 
with friendly nations by negetiations rather 
than war, ! say that a great republic iike 
ours ought seme time er other to stand fer 
the right.” It is amusing for Canadians who 
feel they have had their mest valuable fish- 
ery privileges sacrificed te maintain peace 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, to hear the leading atatesmen of the 
republican party characterizing the treaty as 
a mest ishenorable, humiliating and 
sewardiy surrender on the part of America. 
It would require a micrescope of ten thous: 
and times magnifying wer te discover 
among all the articles of the treaty one that 
really weansa surrender of any right the 
United States had before it wasmade. The 
gireows has been on the side of Canada.

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PRESENT DUTY. 

The present isa period of fourdatien-lay- 
ing inthe North-West. Little more was done 
by the North-West council iu the past than to 
frame loca! laws and distribute a small per- 
tien of the federal grants. But the time has 
come when this western country has devel- 
oped beyond the age of swaddling clothes 
and asks to be treated with the respect due 
ite age, and population. That it has not 
been so recognized the amended North-West 
law is proof. But the statement made by 
the premier that future legislation would be 
enacted and changes made on the recom- 
mendation of the legislative assembly seems 
to indicate that there will be a change for 
the better before the incoming legislature 
ceases to exist three years hence. If Sir 
John’s statement is true, then en the forth- 
coming elections.will depend the future of 
the Territories and by the men returned the 
foundation will be laid om which the super- 
structure of future government and admin- 
istration will be built. There will mever be 
such an opportunity presented in the future 
for the display of true patriotism, as in the 
next three years. The coming legislature 
will be chiefly new, from the governor down. 
The mer assembling at Regina this fall will 
be strangers te one another, whose politicai 
leanings or intentions will be but little 
known ; party lines or divisions will not have 
been ferme? and they will be, when first 
meeting, an undivided body of men sent by 
the people to make recommendations and 
legislate for them in the best interests of the 
country. Whether they willdo this or not 
will depend altogether on the character and 
the ability of the men elected. If they are 
men of little principle, or mere partizans 
and self-seekers we may expect but very let- 
tle practical patriotic work ; but if they are 
men of sturdy independence of thought and 
character, truly loyal to British institutions, 
and pledged to conserve all that is good and 
right and for the best interests of the people 
we may look fer geod work from them. The 
true patriet will when occasion demands 
shake off tha shaaklee af party and place 
couatry first, and it is such men we want to 
represent us at the present time. It would 
be deplorable to have the North-West lezgis- 
lature divided up on federal issues or party 
lines. We have our own public questions 
and requirements, and know our own needs 
better than any ene in the east possibily can, 
and these questions can be settled and re- 
quirements met only by sending men of 
backbone, principle and eourage. That the 
legislature will be divided goes without gay- 
ing, as it would be impossible to bring to- 
gether so many men of independent thought 
without differences of opinion arising and 
dividing them. But men true to their 
ceuntry and their constituents will not allow 
mere differences of opinion on some questions 
to balk useful legislation en others: Wedonot 
ever wantto seein the North-Westsuchastate 
of things existing as that just brought to 
light in the neighboring province of Mani- 
toba. But if history is not to repeat itself 
in this respeot the electors of the North- 
West must must lay aside personal preju- 
dices and party feelings and see to it that 
only men are sent to legislate for them in 
whose integrity and honesty they have the 
most perfect confidence. Sturdiness of char- 
acter tells in legislatures as well as in pri- 
vate life, and men of streng and true clar- 
acter are the ones whose shoulders are best 
able tc bear the burdens of the nation in 
critical momente. History will be made in 
the next three years, It is for the people to 
say at the polls of what nature that history 
shall be.

GENERAL. 
The General Aesembly of the Presbyterian 
hurch meets ia Halifax on Thureday, Juae 
14th. 

F. Foye, his'wife and three children, were 
burned to death in theirown residenee om the 
night of May 2éth, near Gravenhurst, Ont. 

Two convictions for seiling liquor in viola- 
tion of the North-West Territories act were 
made at Banff recently, to the tune of $400. 

Max Hepper, a Polander who shot young 
Adams while riding with him from Benton 
to MacLeod em June Ist, was arrested on the 
4th by the mourted pelice and is new held 
tor extradition. 

The Greenway government will grant as 
average of 2188 to every school in the prov- 
ince ae against $82 per school given by the 
late Norquay administration. Economy by 
the present government seems to benefit 
education. 

The Calgary Herald strongly advocotes the 
construction of a line from Lethbridge to 
Calgary to connect there with the Alberta 
and Athabasca, thus giving a through line 
from the north to Montana ; supplying Cal- 
gary with ceal, and opening up the fine dis- 
trict of Alberta to settlement. 


The farmers of Maniteba are rejoicing over 
the goed crep prospects. There hae been 
plenty ef rain and the weather warm and 
favorable for growth. There ie a much larger 
acreage under crop than last year, so that 
even with a yield per acre below that ef the 
last crop there will be as much to export. 


Mr. Royal is reported as stating toa oor- 
respondent of the Calgary Herald that he 
weuld be sworn in on his return to Ottawa 
as lieutenant-governor of the North-West, 
and arrive in the Territories in the beginning 
of July. He intends, if possible, visiting the 
agricultural fairs in the Territories this fall 
and making a trip tothe far north next sum- 
mer. 

A report from Ottawa states that the com- 
mittee appointed by the British association 
to investigate the physical characteristics 
industrial and social condition of the North- 
West Indians is inaking a vigorous effort to 
secure information from government officials 
and public men acquainted with the Indians 
of tae Territories. They haves big contract 
on hand. 

Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney is said to 
be Sir John’s cheice for minister of the in- 
terior, but the appointment is not to be 
made public until ofter the North-West clec- 
tions. There is considerable opposition 
to the appointment among eastern tories, 
North-West newspapers are, as a rule, in 
fayor ef it. One prominent tory member of 
parliament stated: ‘It was like giving the 
kevs of the house to the robber, and the 
eombinatien of the safe to the burglar.” 


Scottish crofters to the member ef 110 
left Stornoway on May 14th and arrived la 
Winnipeg on June 3rd, They are reported by 
the Sun to be ag fine a looking lot of people 
asever set footin Manitoba.

Gentlemen, should you give me the sup- 
port to which my yes record entitles me I 

ledge nyself, to-day, to use my influence 

wards securing the opening of new roads 
through the country which offere the beet 
prospects to settlers, and the mest accom- 
modation to trade and transport, and I shall 
moreover try and have the existing roads 
pub in ropes repair. I will do all 1 can to 

ring the legislature to use all their influence 
with the government at Ottawa to have pub- 
lic servante in the North-West Territories 
chosen from residents of the Territories. 

I shall ask for larger grants for education 
purposes. 

I shall ask that government contractors be 
held by their contracts to purchase, as much 
as possible, all the articles and provisions for 
which they contract, in the districts where 
these provisions are needed. A move to this 
effect would furnish the farmers and in- 
dustrials of each district with a fair chance 
to sell all their products easily and with 
greater profits, and would help a great deal 
to do away with eastern competition. 

Finally, gentlemen, guided only by the 
stroug desire of doing all the good I can to 
this district and to the Territories at laze 1 
shall act in all circumstance aecording to 
what duty, conscience and labor will dictate.

I regret that these 
recommendations were not acted on, but be- 
lieving that they are only just and fair it 
will give me pleasure to again move in the 
same direction. 

The district has received its full share of 
all funds over which the council had control, 
as well as its share of the monies voted by 
the federal government for roads in the 
North-West, and in the expenditure of. these 
funds it has been my eudeavor to treat all 
sections of the country in an equitable man- 
ner. 

The district being so large and its settle- 
ments somewhat scattered it will be impos- 
sible for me to make a personal canvas be- 
fore the election, but] hope to have the 
pleasure of addressing most of the electors 
at the various settlements and explaining 
nore fully my views upon these aud other 
important questions. In the meantime I will 
briefly mention a few of the points which if 
elected will be advocated by me as vigorous- 
\y as possible. It is true that most of them 

o not come directly within the power of the 
assembly to dea) with but as our representa- 
tives at Ottawa do not appear to exert their 
influence in our behalf, we can through the 
assembly memorialze the government and 
thus bring our wants to the attention of the 
powers that be. 

1, That the government make a treaty 
with the Indiansin tine north, and also open 
aroad from here to the uorthern country, 
thus giving not only Edmonton but Alberta 
a market for ite produce, 

2. That public buildings such as a court 
house, registry office, sheriff's office etc. be 
erected here. 

3. That liberal aid be given to branch lines 
of railways in the Territories and more 
especially to such railways whose objective 
peints are in the district, 
sembly have the power to charter railways, 
and no disallowance.
